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Campbell predicts PC re-election

The Reform Party may be 
some threat to the Conservative 
support in Wildrose, but Prime 
Minister Kim Campbell is pre¬ 
dicting re-election for incum¬ 
bent MP Louise Fcltham. 

“I never like to count my 
chickens before they are 
hatched.” Campbell said in an 
interview in Strathmore last 
week “But this has always been 
a strong Conservative riding and 
I don't expect that will change. 

Campbell was in the Wildrose 
riding last Thursday to support 
Feltham in her bid for re-elec¬ 
tion Hundreds of PC supporters 
and media met up with the Prime 
Minister and her retinue at a 
local restaurant in Strathmore 
The stop was one in a number of 
campaign stops in a two day 
blitz in the southern part of the 
province last week 

In campaigning for Feltham, 
Campbell told supporters that 
Feltham shares her vision of gov¬ 
ernment 

“She has a strong sense that 
government really has to repre¬ 
sent the people. ‘' Campbcl 1 said. 
“And like me, she really wants 
to make sure young people will 
have the opportunity to live in a 
prosperous country '' 

Like Campbell. Fcltham was 
also confident that her re-elec¬ 
tion bid will be successful de¬ 
spite strong Reform Party sup¬ 
port in the rural areas of the 
riding. 

“This afternoon was very' en¬ 
couraging,” Fcltham said of 


Campbell’s visit “Ft's great to 
see how many people have come 
out to see the Prime Minister. It 
also speaks well for the future 
when so many young people 
come out.” 

But while both Campbell and 
Feltham arc predicting a PC win 
in Wildrose, Reform Party can¬ 


didate Myron Thompson is not 
so optimistic. 

“I think Kim Campbell is 
going to be in for a big surprise,” 
Thompson said about the PM's 
remarks. “All we have been get¬ 
ting is a positive response. Every 
door we knock on is either posi¬ 
tive Reformers or undecided. 


especially in the rural areas. The 
urban area is a little different ” 

Thompson said he feels the 
reason he is getting such a warm 
response from residents is be¬ 
cause of the parliamentary re¬ 
form policies of his party. 

“Our party policy says we 
must represent the people,” he 


said while door knocking near 
Airdrie on Monday. “People are 
saying what's the use of going 
with the old-time politicians, we 
want somebody who will lis¬ 
ten.”

One of the currently popular subjects for radio phone-in shows is 
the Canadian health care system The system is under a lot of stress 
and we will all have to come to terms with the realization that it 
cannot continue to function at its present level There arc a number 
of reasons for the breakdown of the system but the most obvious ones 
are skyrocketing costs in facilities and wages, waste, duplication of 
tests and services, misuse and overuse by some segments of our 
population and of course government cutbacks. 

Most of the people on the phone-in shows are angry and fright¬ 
ened They are also looking for someone to blame but steadfastly 
refuse to forego one bandaid if it affects the health of their loved 
ones A recent show picked up on the suggestion that smokers, 
because their recovery’ rate is lower than that of non-smokers, be 
dropped to the bottom of the health care list This would mean, for 
example, that a smoker who needed a bypass operation would get 
medical attention only after all non-smokers were served A lot of 
people thought this was fair and reasonable and 1 suppose the idea 
does have some merit but if we are going to be totally fair let's 
consider a few other people who should go to the bottom of the list. 

For 10 days a Calgary firefighter lay in a hospital bed with leeches 
attached to his ear. The bull he had been riding in a benefit rodeo for 
STARS stepped on his ear and almost completely removed it from 
his head The reattached car was able to draw in, but not drain away 
blood, so until the veins regenerated leeches were part of the ears 
circulation system. The boy was riding for charity but whatever he 
made for STARS was more than offset by his hospital expense 
Should they have just nipped off the shred of flesh that was holding 
his ear to his head 9 It would have saved thousands of dollars, a lost 
car is not life threatening and he knew when he climbed on the bull 
that he might get hurt, so did he show more sense and responsibility’ 
than someone who smokes? 

How about football and hockey players? What do you suppose 
they do to our health care system How about rodeo riders and figure 
skaters and motorcyclists, rodeo clowns, stuntmen, high wire artists, 
lion tamers, ballet dancers and people who pick fights in bars. All of 
them are subject to strains, falls, bad backs, floating kidneys, bruises 
and broken bones How about workaholics in high stress jobs or 
people who just sit around watching T V. and letting their arteries 
harden They too are a strain on the system. How about people who 
drink too much, or cat too much or ovcrmcdicate themselves. Where 
do they fit on the list? 

How about people who heli-ski or people who climb mountains 
and fall into crevasses 9 If they are fool enough to get into a situation 
that dangerous shouldn't they pay for their rescue and for their 
medical expenses 9 How about criminals wounded while performing 
a crime? Do they get preference over a law abiding smoker? How 
about someone who has an accident while under the influence of 
drugs or booze? How about farmers who know better but stick their 
hands into hay balers anyway? How about old people who are tired 
and in pain or babies bom less than perfect or anyone whose physical 
or mental state makes death preferable to life? 

Except for restraint and common sense I don't know what we are 
supposed to do to mend the health care system I do know this much 
though, in a canng and compassionate society, nobody goes to the 
bottom of the list

View tri-hospital committee 
Olds General Hospital will close 
20 beds and Sundrc will close 
16. The closures reduce Unavail¬ 
able acute care bed space in the 
county to 71 from 119. 

But while the bed closures 
may seem like a drastic meas¬ 
ure, Stabblcr said it was one of 
the least disruptive cutbacks the 
hospitals could make in light of 
funding reductions 

“In our hospital the average 
occupation was between 40 and 
65 percent over the past three 
years,” he said “We had been 
staffing at 100 percent so each 
patient was getting a little more 
attention We don't think this 
cutback will affect the patients 
directly.” 

But hospital jobs will be im¬ 
pacted by the closures. Stabblcr 
said 3 full time positions will be 
lost once the beds are closed on 
October 4. 

“Even though we are saving 
the money, it doesn't mean that 
jobs arc necessarily lost,” he 
said “There are other jobs that 
are available that they can apply 
for It may mean a lesser posi¬ 
tion or fewer hours, but there are 
jobs there ” 

The loss of nursing hours fol¬ 
lows closely on the heels of staff¬ 
ing reductions in support areas 
of the hospital Stabblcr said 
cutbacks were made in July when 
the province announced a 2 per¬ 
cent reduction, retroactive to 
April, which cost the hospital 
$ 66 , 000 . 


‘ ‘ Some people took less hours 
and some positions were actu¬ 
ally eliminated (through this 
cutback),” Stabblcr said “In 
October, we arc beginning a 
voluntary leave of absence pro¬ 
gram for the staff for positions 
that don't have to be replaced, in 
areas like medical records, rec¬ 
reation therapy or nursing ad¬ 
ministration Administration is 
going to be closed an extra day 
per month and we expect that 
will give us a 5 percent cost 
reduction" 

With more bad news about 
provincial funding for hospitals 
expected this November, 
Stabblcr said the tri-hospital 
committee is continuing to look 
into areas where possible cuts 
could be made 


“(But) we feel we have 
trimmed our costs pretty much 
in every area,” he said. “If you 
look at an area like long term 
care, in most cases of staffing 
we arc down to the bare mini¬ 
mum and we have 100 percent 
occupancy Where do we cut 9 ” 
One possible avenue of sav¬ 
ings could come through staff 
salary roll backs, but Stabblcr 
said negotiations with unions 
won't take place until next year 
In the meantime, hospital 
boards are anxiously awaiting 
final reports from the province's 
health care round table meet¬ 
ings Stabblcr said they expect 
to hear more about further cut 
backs and possible solutions near 
the end of November when the 
meetings are completed. 


RCMP report 

It's that time of year again when the days get shorter and 
students return to yet another school year. In Didsbury and 
Carstairs, the schools, in conjunction with the Alberta Motor 
Association, participate in the School Patrol Program. 

Parents may have seen the School Patrollers in action. They 
arc the students who control crosswalks across busy intersec¬ 
tions, allowing for the safe passage of fellow students. Their 
job is taken seriously and they are instructed to take down 
license plate numbers of any vehicle which is causing a 
problem as well as to write down a description of the incident, 
which is given to police for follow-up. Bearing this in mind, it 
is hoped that everyone will be more cautious while travelling 
through school zones this year. 

During the month of August, Didsbury R .C .M .P responded 
to a total of 337 complaints. Of these 72 were criminal code 
related, 24 motor vehicle accidents were reported including 
one fatal, 70 traffic tickets, 27 written warnings and 3 liquor 
tickets were issued.

Acute Care Bed Closures 



In response to provincially mandated reductions in health care 
funding and the recommendations in the Tri-Hospitals Strategic 
Needs Analysis study completed this year, the Boards of the 
Mountain View Health Care Centre, the Olds General Hospital 
and the Sundrc Hospital have agreed to close 48 of a total of 119 
acute care beds in the three district. 


Acute care beds in Didsbury will be reduced from 35 to 20, in 
Olds from 50 to 33 and in Sundre from 34 to 18. 

Staff positions and hours of work will be reduced in all of these 
facilities in an effort to provide services with less funding from the 
Province. Other strategies for reductions in operating expenses arc 
being investigated by the three Boards in an ongoing effort to 
maintain appropriate health care services locally with shrinking 
budgets. 

The closure of 15 beds in Didsbury is scheduled for October 4, 
1993.

Realistic measure 


No doubt the recent announcement of bed closures in the acute 
care side of the Didsbury hospital will ruffle some feathers in 
town but the move is a realistic one on the part of the hospital 
board 

Granted jobs will be lost and the luxury of care may decline, 
but in a situation where the hospital is being forced to trim its 
budget by 25 percent, or $2 million, it seems to be the path of least 
resistance. 

The Mountain View Health Care Centre is the largest hospital 
in this county Between the acute care and the long term care 
wards, we have the most beds and, as follows, the largest budget 
It is logical then to assume that the provincial cutbacks will create 
the largest impact on our hospital 

Where then, can the money be tnmmed when the province 
stops sending the cash 9 Many are considering the possibility of 
closing rural hospitals but that leaves no one any further ahead 
We only transfer the problem to the city It doesn’t cost any less 
to treat a patient in the city hospitals and transportation costs 
would only add to the price tag. 

Closing the hospital also adds to the unemployment problem 
We still have to pay tax dollars to put into the UIC problem. Any 
provincial official who feels that is at least getting the problem 
out of their deficit is hypocritical Provincial governments have 
been complaining for the past decade about the federal govern¬ 
ment rolling more and more responsibility on the provinces’ 
backs. A sluff-off tennis match between the two levels of 
government is certainly not a solution 

So where do we come up with the 25 percent Alberta Health 
wants to chop from hospital budgets 9 One possible solution been 
discussed is wage roll backs Premier Klein says a 5 to 10 percent 
wage roll back from unionized employees would cover that 25 
percent Seems like an easy solution Employees would be forced 
to get by on less (like many of the rest of us in private industry 
have), but at least they could keep their jobs The problem here 
is leadership If Klein wants the employees to take a cut, he and 
his colleagues should be setting the example. 

Whatever the solution turns out to be, as a community we need 
to be involved in the process and informed about what is going 
on rather than partaking in coffee shop philosophizing These 
kind of decisions shouldn’t be made without our involvement, 
after all, it is our hospital 


Regarding Beatrice Foods loan 


Dear Editor: 

I have had a number of calls 
regardingthe loan made to Beatrice 
Foods Inc for the construction of 
an SI 1 milliondollarplant to manu¬ 
facture cookies, the only such plant 
in western Canada The loan term 
is for 5 years and w ill be secured by 
a first mortgage on the plant to¬ 
gether with a promissory note for 
the full amount This proposal was 
supported by the Soft Wheat Pro¬ 
ducers Commissions, the canola 
and sugar beet growers, and dairy 
farmers, all of whose products will 
be used in production of the cook¬ 
ies. 

This project was brought for¬ 
ward under the Canada Alberta 
Partnership on Agrifood (CAPA) 
program This program was estab¬ 
lished in 1992 by joint partnership 
of the provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernments to promote unique value- 
added industry to promote greater 


utilization of raw farm products 
The loans arc handled through Al¬ 
berta Development Corporation 
and all the normal business finan¬ 
cial assessment criteria was used 
and a commitment made I chal¬ 
lenged our involvement on princi¬ 
ple 

Projections indicate that the 
plant will purchase and use annu¬ 
ally more than two million kilo¬ 
grams of soft w heat flour. 600.000 
kilograms of beet sugar. 228.000 
kilograms of canola oil. as well as 
significant amounts ofbutter. eggs, 
oats and honey The plant will 
employ 150 people and will in¬ 
crease employment to 250 over 2- 
5 years, and hire an additional 100 
people during construction 

On Wednesday. I intend to 
present Bill 204. amendments to 
the Stray Animals Act w hich I have 
introduced This will bring "wild" 


horses under the jurisdiction of this 
Act and enable the control and 
method of capture to be established 
as required 

Recently the Provincial Treas¬ 
urer brought out a Quarterly Re¬ 
port This is an entirely new proce¬ 
dure w hich w ill monitor the annual 
budget every three months so there 
won't be any more year end sur¬ 
prises It is quite an undertaking 
but I heartily approve the initiative 
and I feel that it will keep all of us 
better informed of our current fi¬ 
nancial status

Mid-summer price rally in livestock 


Cattle and hog producers en¬ 
joyed some unusual price strength 
during the summer says an Alberta 
Agriculture market analyst 

"Slaughter cattle markets had 
an uncommon mid-summer price 
rally, feeder cattle prices hit some 
record highs and hog prices also 
showed some unexpected 
strength." says Ron Gictz. 

From late July through mid- 
August slaughter cattle producers 
enjoyed an unusual mid-summer 
price rally. "U S packers aggres¬ 
sively purchased live cattle for three 
consecutive weeks." he notes "This 
packer demand w as encouraged by 


positive margins, and might have 
been related to depleted supplies in 
the pipeline and improved retail 
interest ahead of the Labor Day 
long weekend 

"As well, Canadian producers 
benefited from both the strength in 
the U S market and a rapidly fall¬ 
ing Canadian dollar." he adds 

Large volumes of marketings in 
late July and early August compen¬ 
sated for low slaughter volumes 
through most of July Gietz notes 
there arc large inventoriesof slaugh¬ 
ter cattle to be marketed in late 
summer and early fall according to 
the most recent cattle on feed re¬ 


ports 

Fed cattle markets continued 
their trend of one bullish surprise 
after another "The early August 
rally in fed cattle prices triggered 
an additional surge in optimism in 
the feeder markets, resulting in 
some record high prices." he says 
"And as of late August. Western 
Canadian feeder cattle markets 
showed no hint of lower prices " 

Seasonally tight suppliesarconc 
reason prices have been "chased 
higher" he adds "A better test of 
market strength will come when 
marketings increase sharply by 
October"

Similar to the cattle markets. 
U S. slaughter hog markets came 
up with unexpected price strength 
in August They rallied to a $50 
(U S. )/cw1. level and held their gain 
through to late August "Lower- 
than-e.xpectcd slaughter volumes 
were again instnimcntal in the lat¬ 
est slaughter hog price gains, as 
wasthccascthiswintcrand spring." 
he says. 

Canadian hog producers also 
benefited from a further slide in the 
Canada U S. dollar exchange rate 
during August "The combination 
of a strengthening US. market and 
a lower Canadian dollar were suf¬ 
ficient to reach new annual highs 


for Alberta slaughter hog prices in 
late August." says Gictz. 

Gietz's outlook is for Alberta 
Index 100 hogs to average $1.55/ 
kg through September, falling to 
$1.35 in December "Long term 
price prospects arc a big question 
mark." he adds "There's a discrep¬ 
ancy between USDA inventory 
estimates and actual production, 
the U S. corn and soybean crops 
arc unknown and widespread frost 
could play havoc with feed costs. 

"But. normal fall weather could 
lead to moderate feed costs and a 
continuation of what is already one 
of the longest herd expansions on 
record." 


Fall ideal time for herbicides 


"Farmers have said for years 
that fall is the best time to apply 
prc-cmcrgcnt herbicides to control 
wild oats next spring." says John 
Trenholm. crop production advi¬ 
sor for Parkland Agri Services in 
Didsburv. 

"Of course the fall is most con¬ 
venient for many farmers since they 
generally have more time." he ex¬ 
plains. adding that an increasing 
number of prairie farmers arc start¬ 
ing their fertilizer and wild oat 
control programs in the fall "This 
way they get two important jobs 
done ahead of time, rather than 
waiting until spring, w hen time can 
be very limited." 

Trenholm expects the trend to¬ 
wards combining herbicide and 
fertilizer applications to continue 
again this fall "After all. combin¬ 


ing wild oat treatments like Avadex 
BW with fertilizer applications can 
cut application and incorporation 
costs in half" 

"A key option open to farmers 
wishing to combine fertilizer and 
herbicide applications is to broad¬ 
cast Avadex, Trcflan or Edge 
blended with dry fertilizer. The 
fertilizer particles arc coated with 
the herbicide and act as a herbicide 
carrier when applied." Trenholm 
said 

"This method reduces passes 
over the field, and is an effective 
wav to handle wild oats, many 
farmer's number one weed prob¬ 
lem. before they emerge and start 
competing with the crop for mois¬ 
ture and nutrients next spring." he 
concludes 

In addition to having the best 


wild oat control program in place, 
the fertilizer will also be ready and 
waiting for early cropgrowth. Con¬ 
sequently farmers can begin seed¬ 
ing earlier in the spring yielding 
bigger dividends

It was the fall of 1910 and the 
300 men who were working the 
west Canadian Collieries mine at 
Bellevue had been on edge for 
weeks They couldn't see or smell 
the methane gasbuildingup under¬ 
ground, but they could hear the 
faint humming sound it made as it 
workedthroughthecoalscam And 
they knew just how dangerous it 
could be. 

OnOctober31 theirfears proved 
well founded A stray spark set off 
an explosion Fortunately, it was 
Thanksgiving and the mines were 
empty The province's chief mines 
inspector. John Stirling, angrily 
ordered West Canadian to be more 
careful about ventilation On De¬ 
cember.!. another warning came: a 
union secretary complained to a 
local inspector that gas was build- 
ingupagain The Inspectors toured 
the mine on the 4th. found no evi¬ 
dence for the union's claim, and 
gave the colliery a clean bill of 
health. 

At 6:30 pm on December 9. 
there was another explosion 

Many of the 40 men on the night 
shift were still on their way to their 
workplaces when the gas ignited. 
No one was hurt in the explosion 
itself, which was two miles deep in 
the mine. But then came the 
afterdamp-the deadly mixture of 
carbon monoxide and carbon diox¬ 
ide created by the blast. One group 
of miners raced to the nearest en¬ 
trance for fresh air. They didn't 
make it The rest, panicking, tried 
to escape the afterdamp by running 
deeper into the mine. After a few 
short steps they collapsed 

The pit boss up above sounded 
the alarm the moment he saw the 
first puffs of smoke curl out the 
entrance. Miners raced to the site 
to prepare a rescue operation The 
first party in met disaster: few of 
them had the Draeger breathing 
apparatus needed to survive the 
still-poisoned air below, and 13 of 
them, including the local doctor 
and the inspector who had exam¬ 
ined the colliery the previous week, 
were brought to the surface uncon¬ 
scious 

The struggle went on. Slav miner 
John Bulavich personally saved 
four of his comrades. Another 
miner walked out unassisted, hav¬ 
ing been lucky enough to pass out 
near an airshaft after his initial 
flight. Buttherowofbodiesinthe 
mine's bathhouse grew longer and 
longer One rescuer. Fred Aldcrson. 
perished after he noticed a fellow 
team member's oxygen tank run¬ 
ning low and gave him some from 
his own 

At the surface, miners stalked 
about, speaking in whispers, while 
wives and mothers of missing men 
ran to and fro in the makeshift 
morgue, throwing off covers to see 
if their loved ones lay beneath A 
total of 29 men, aged 19 to 50, died 
in the Bellevue disaster They left 
behind 19 widows and 31 father¬ 
less children The deaths dropped 
a pall over the Crowsnest pass, and 
1,000 miners turned out for the 


funeral procession which took place 
the next week. 

Soon grief turned to anger. So¬ 
cialist MLA Charlie O'Brien un¬ 
leashed of the legislature's fiercest 
tirades ever, condemning the com¬ 
pany and local mines inspector for 
negligence. A provincial inquest 
conducted in 1911 agreed with him 
on the question of guilt, but despite 
their ruling, the government re¬ 
fused to levy any penalties on the
